Chamberlin, who registered her 200th career victory during the 2001 campaign, 
has been honored as the NFHCA’s South Region Coach-of-the-Year three times. 
She has also been named the Capital Athletic Conference’s Coach of the Year in 
each of the past seven seasons. She led her squad to an amazing streak of 45- 
straight CAC victories between 1996 and 2001. 


Chamberlin is a 1985 graduate of the University of lowa, where she was a four- 
year letterwinner on the highly successful field hockey team. The Hawkeyes won 
the Big Ten championship outright from 1981 to 1983, before sharing the top 
spot in 1984. The ‘84 squad finished second in the nation. Chamberlin, lowa’s co- 
captain as both a junior and senior, was also a member of the national indoor 
championship team and was selected to the All-Big Ten team during her senior 
year. 


While at lowa, she also received the Women’s Intercollegiate Athletic Academic 
Award (1982-1985) and the Physical Education Academic Achievement Award 
(1983-1985). Chamberlin earned her Master of Education from Salisbury in 1987 
and her doctorate from the University of Maryland College Park in 2000.

Six members of the 2001 Salisbury University field hockey team were named to 
the all-Capital Athletic Conference first and second teams, as selected by the 
conference coaches. Salisbury, which claimed its seventh straight CAC title, had 
five players named to the 11-player first team and one named to the second team. 


In addition, freshman midfielder Melissa Webster, who scored the game’s only 
goal in Salisbury’s 1-0 overtime victory in the CAC Championship Game, was 
selected as the CAC’s Rookie of the Year. Salisbury’s Dawn Chamberlin, who 
reached the 200-win career milestone in 2001, was named by her peers as the 
CAC’s Coach of the Year for the seventh straight season. 


Seniors Katie Richardson, Tara Webster and Joanna Fenske, along with junior 
jill Cressor, all return to the all-conference first team for the second straight year. 
Senior Marie Brewington also receives first team honors this year after earning 
second team recognition in 2000. Sophomore Megan Bailey was named to the 
second team for the second straight season. 


Webster, Cressor Continue SU’s All-America Tradition 


Salisbury University continued its long tradition of all-America honors with two 
players selected to the 2001 National Field Hockey Coaches Association 
(NFHCA) national team. The selections of senior Tara Webster and junior Jill 
Cressor marks the 16th straight year that at least one Sea Gull player has been 
represented on the all-America squad. 


Webster, a midfielder, was selected to the second team while Cressor , a forward, 
was named to the third team. Both players are repeat selections, having also 
earned all-American honors in 2000. 


Webster returned to the national second team for the second straight season after 
finishing with 10 goals, 11 assists and 31 points in 2001. She concluded her 
career ranked 15th all-time in Sea Gull history with 77 points. 


Cressor returned to the national third team after leading the Sea Gulls in scoring 
with 24 goals and 51 points in 2001. She finished second in the Capital Athletic 
Conference and fifth in the nation in goals scored. Cressor completed her junior 
season tied for the all-time lead in Salisbury career goals with 64.
